into a noise with drums and guitars and electrical things that sound", so a noise 

vas made and they decided to buy a guitar betv/een them which they did and began wai' 
ing for prophetic Anarchist noises to ensurae forthwith v/hidi' it didnt, 4 of the 
ncrons decided to leave and form their own band and instruments and off they Fucked, 
Winter grew and died and so did Punk (so they said ) By Summer *78 Punk had died 
at least 16 times but revived to be oppressed once more, 

CHRONIC was bom with 4 persons (NOT) unknovm Nik, Murk, Turd, and Anus and 
then started an Anarchist movement at party gigs. They played to people who didnt 
know the meaning of the word "Anarchy", so instead of the crowd watching Chronic 
play , Chronic watched the crowd indulging in acts of fornication (SEX, to you )and
